Messxge. 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate 
and House of Representatives : 


In obedience to the declared will of the people of 
this Commonwealth, I enter upon the duties of the 
office of their “ Supreme Executive Magistrate.”— 
tunity to express the 
feelings of gratitude, with which their unsought 
suffrages have filled my breast. But I should do 
them, as well as my distinguished predecessor, in- 
justice, did 1, impute their choice to personal 

reference. Their purpose was higher and hofier. 

t was the better establishment and the more per- 
fect developement of a great principle of civil poli- 
ty—a principle founded in humanity, guided by be- 
nevolence, and looking to the ever progressive im- 

rovement and happiness of the whole human fam- 
fhy—abe democratic principle, which ever seeks to 
protect the weak, to elevate the depressed, and to 


And I seize the earliest o 


secure the just and equal rights of all—a principle, 
which is in harmony with pure religion, that estab- 
lishes the love of Gad as. the first law of morality— 
a principle, which, by listening to the voice of rea- 
son as it breathes through the people, bows rever- 
ently before the dictates of justice, while it spurns 
at the despotism of man—a principle, which gives 
the highest security to property, by giving security 
alse to labor, in the enjoyment of the fruits of its 
own industry—e principle, which is free from envy 
and narrow jealousy, and cheerfully acknowledges 
the benefits of cultivated intelligence and of experi- 
ence, while it respects, as ths paramount fountain 
of freedom and order, the collective will that in- 
cludes all the intelligence of the community,—the 
will of the people. of 
That so-many of my fellow citizens have, for so 
long a time, thought me worthy to be, in their 
ent, the representative of such a principle, 
excites the deepest sensibility of my heart. If 1 
may be able, in any degree, to carry it into practical 
operation, by reforming any abuses which may 
have crept into our system, or by guarding against 
the partial or inequitable action of any department 
of the government, I trust that I shall not wholly 
disappoint their reasonable expectations. Fidelity 
to.the principle, and the devotion of my best powers 
to its full and fair execution, I freely pledge. Iu 
fulfilling this pledge with firmness and moderation, 
I shall always endeavor duly to regard the wishes, 
opinions and rights of all. . eee 
We should not assume the high responsibilities 
of our respective stations, without a grateful and 
sovessndial acknowledgment of the unmerited mer- 
ey and bounty of that Providence which bas vouch- 
safed to the people of our Commonwealth, an unu- 
sual degree of health and prosperity, and to the 
whole of our country a great abundance of the pro- 
ductions of nature and art. Never before did the 
eurth throughout our widely extended borders, in 
all its varivus products, yield so much for the use 
- and sustenance of man. And if portions of our fel- 
jow citizens are suffe:ing from pecuniary embarrass- 


ments or a derangement of the usual channels of 


business, it isnot imputable to any diminution of 
the exuberant se-ources of our country, nor to any 
racical defecis in the structure of our government; 
but to the unjust snd unequal action of our systems 


of currency; to that wild and reckless spirit of 


speculation which discourages honesty industry 
and impoverishes many, while it enriches very 
few ; and to-those habits of individual extravagance, 
whieh wastefully consume the common stock while 
they produce private profligacy and wretchedness. 
The benignant action of the laws of nature should 
teach us our dependence upon their Author; and 
the short-sighted and self-destructive devices of man 


should lead us to distrust our own powers, and to 


seek direction from the only source of true wisdom. 


The Goveror then preceeds to discuss the subject 


of the “ currency”—speaks of the evils of “ monop- 
oly” and monied “ corporations” at great length.— 
He then proceeds as follows. 


Among the prominent objects of enterprise 
which have engaged the attention of the American 
eople, and which, with their usual ardor, they 
lose carried to excess, that of internal improvement 
takesthe lead. The labor and capital which, in 
the half century that bas elapsed since the forma- 
tion of oar federal Constitution, have been expend- 
ed, within the United States, upon turnpikes, 
bridges, canals and railroads, amount to several 
hundred millions of dollars. Many durable and 
useful improvements have been made. The coun- 
try has derived advantages from them. Its per- 
manent wealth has been increased. But with the 
benefits, evils have arisen-also. Much capital bas 
been wasted upon injudicious and improvident un- 
dertakings. And the spirit of enthusiasm which 
has been excited in favor of these enterprises, has, 
not unfrequently, outrun the public wants, and an- 
ticipated a state of things which never will exist.— 
Consequently, the advantages to be derived from 
these premature developements, will fail to coun- 
terhalance the evil of the immense debts incurred, 

Not the least of the causes of the frequent embar- 
rassmnents in our monetary affairs, in my opinion, 
is the enormous investments of capital in perma- 
nent and unproductive improvements, ‘and its con- 
sequent withdrawal from active business. The 
debts of the different states, incurred mostly for in- 
ternal improvements, amount to nearly two hun- 
dred millions of dollars. ‘These, by the annual pay- 
ment of the interest, and the eventual extinguish- 
ment of the principal,a large portion of which 
must be paid to Europe, will, fur many years, cause 
an exhausting drain of the wealth of our country, 
which will prodace a deleterious effect upon its 
credit and currency, and retard its advancement 
and prosperity. 

Among the states which have incurred, and are 
now subject to heavy responsibilities, I mention 
with sorrow our own ancient and venerated com- 
monwealth. I regret that private resources were 
not adequate to the accomplishment of the enter- 
— which private corporations had undertaken. 

any objections to this mode of embarking the 
eredit or ihe resources of the State, exist. All ex- 
perience has shown the disadvantages under which 


a government eniers into business transactions of 


any kind. The number and expense of its agen- 
eies, and the negligence, unskilfulness or unfaith- 
fulnees of its agents, always expose it to loss. Jt 


never.can compete with individual shrewdness and 
diligence. Hence, any partnership or other busi- 


ness connexion between the government and _ indi- 


viduals-or corporations, is unequal and disadvanta- 
~ geous tothe State. It generally results in the fay- 
ment of the expetises by the one, and the enjuy- 


ment of the advantages by the other. 
In states where, from their natural formation, 
internal improvements may be extended over every 


portion of their surface, and where their benefits 
»may be shared, with some degree of equality, by all 
the pedple, less objections exist to their construc- 
But in this State, 
where the laws of nature forbid a general and equal 
distribution of internal improvements, and where 
their advantages must necessarily be, io a great ex- 
sent, local and sectional, the construction of them 
by the state would impose unequal and unjust bur- 
dens. It would be to raise money fromthe whole 
to beexpended for the b-nefit of a pa-t. It would 
be impoverishing one section to enrich another.—

thousand dollars; a general liability anda yearly 
claim, which, should they become fixed upon the 
commonwealth, would constitutea lien upon all 
the immoveable property within it, that would per- 
ceptibly impair its value. I earnestly desire that 
each corporation to which the credit of the state 
has been accorded, may be able to meet all its en- 
gagewents, and in due time to relieve the State 
from the responsibilities thus gratuitously assumed. 
But itis the part of wisdom and prudence to look 
earefully into the nature and extent of vur liabili- 
ties, and to make preparation in season, and in the 
least burthensome manner, to meet any contingency 
which may arise, and to preserve unsullied the hon- 
or and tuith of the Commonwealth. 

The State, by its responsibilities for several rail- 
road corporations, has acquired such an interest in 
their success as willjustfy an investigation of their 
affairs, to ascertain whether, a due regard to the in- 
terest of the state and to economy, has been observ- 
ed in the number of officers ang agents employed, 
in the compensation paid to them, aad in the man- 
ner of making assessments upon the capital stock. 

The fiseal condition of the Commonwealth will 
require much of your providence. Ihave just pre- 
sented, for your consideration, the contingent lia- 
bilities of the Commonwealth. I now ask your at- 
tention to its direct debts, and recommend the varli- 
est extinguishment of them which may be, co pat- 
ible with the pecuniary means and resources of the 
State. A reform in the administration of cur finan- 
ces is indispensable to ourtprosperity and respecta- 
bility. For several years our expenditures have ex- 
ceeded our revenue; and consequently a debt has 
been accumulating, which if suflered to increase in 
the same ratio, will eventually involve our State in 
deep embarrassment, and subject ourselves of cur 
pusterity to enormous taxation, 

We present the extraordinary spectacle of a State, 
rich in its internal resources, in the accumulated 
capital of many years of labor and economy, in the 
habitual industry and frugality of its inhabitants, 
and io the export of the surplus of its fisheries and 
manufactures—narrow and cowpact in its territury 
dense in its population, advanced in civilization and 
in moral and intellectual refinement, with the most 
facile and convenient means of intercommunication 
—in short, so surrounded with natural and artificial 
advantages, as to be capable of the best possible gov- 
ernment at the least possible expense—during a pe- 
riod of peace and productiveness, annually incurring 
debts to meet its current expenses. Fellow Citi- 
zens, duty to our constituents, justice to posterity, 
demand a reform. Our means of rsising money 
are ample and available. Whatever hereafier may 
be nedeed to pay our existing debts or eventual lia- 
bilities, should be fearlessly called for. The people, 
if convinced of the necessity, and economy or the 
expenditure, will honorably respond to the call.— 
But they have aright to require strict economy and 
accountability. And, in my opinion, a resort to 
taxation is wholly unnecessary. Our present reve- 
nue is “7 sufficient to meet allour necessary ex- 
penses. Let retrenchment be a substitute for taxa- 
tion. Our expenses have been unnecessarily large. 
Let them be diminished. Economy, though more 
difficult to be practised, is a high virtue in pub.ic 
administrations, as well as in private life. Ih 
should be a fixed ‘principlein both, to keep down 
the expenses below the inconie. The cost of ad- 
ministering our government has been progressively 
increasing, and in the last fifteen years has moze 
than doubled. It should be reduced. Increase is 
more easy. than reduction. But retrenchment is 
practicable and must be introduced. The people, as 
they have a rightto do, imperiously require jt. Loo 
into the different sources of expenditure. If any are 
exces-ive, reduce them ; if any are unnecessary, cul 
them off. If there be any supernumerary officers, 
or any agencies or commissions not immediately 
necessary for the public good, abolish them. If any 
of the public servants are paid too much, reduce 
their compensation. True economy requires, that 
the State should employ no more agents than are 
needed for the proper transaction of the public busi- 
ness, and that they should receive a compensation 
which will command suitable talents, and will be a 
fair equivalent for the services rendered. But let 
nothing be added for vain show or ostentatious: dis- 
play—nothing on account of family or friend; noth- 
ing for political services or partizan efforts. ° 
And let us set an example ourselves, by the 
promptness with which we enter into business, and 
the dispatch with which we cenclude it. Let our 
efforts be mainly directed to general subjects which 
affect the whole people, and let us avoid that spec- 
ial legislation which principally regards the. inter- 
est and advancement of a few. In this way we 
may reduce the length of our session and thereby 
save much expense without any injury to the pub- 
lic service. Indeed, too much legislation, and too 
much government, are among those tendencies of 
the age against which itis our duty to guard. If 1 
may be supposed to have gone out of my appropri- 
ate sphere in making these suggestions, | must 
seek an apology in the earnestness of my desite to 
reduce our expenses to our income, and in the firm- 
ness of my conviction, that itis neither impracti- 
cable nor difficult todo so, and not in any distrust 
of yourdisposition to accomplish the same end.— 
The subject falls peculiarly within the province of 
the legislature, and especiaily .the most numerous 
branch of it, the members of which from their 
number, must be presumed to represent more fully 
and truly the whole population, and to know and 
feel more thoroughly and certainly their wishes 
and wants. 1 will therefore only add, that such 
measures of retrenchment aud reduction as your ex- 
perience and wisdom may suggest, whatever 
branches of the service or classes of public servants 
they way affect, shall receive my curdial cuncur- 
rence, 

The vacancy on the bench of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court, having reduced the number of justices 
to four, | recommend to the legislature the repeal 
of the law increasing the number. From a good 
deal of experience in our highest court, and much 
observation of the proceedings of other judicial ti- 
bunals, I aim convinced that no other number unites 
so many advantages for the due administration of 
justice as four. For centuries, the highest courts 
of law, in that countty whence we derive many of 
our laws and wore of our judicial precedents and 
forms of proceeding, were composed of four justices 
eich. And although the numbers have recently 
been increased, yet | believe it was not beeause the 
former nuwhbers were inconvenient for deliberation 
or decision. The duties of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, are now arduous and severe. But by a prop- 
er distribution of labor between that court and the 
Common Pleas, and by a reasonable restriction of 
the right of appeal, the.two eourts will be able to 
transact the business that nay come before them, 
with all the promptitude which the nature of it will 
permit. 

itis,in my opinion, practicable to reduce the 
nuniber of the judges, to diminish the amount of 
their labor, and at the same time to improve. the 
ad:ninistration of justice. But to accomplish these 
- | desirable objects, it will be necessary to introduce 

into the BF ag system, some important alter- 
ations. The increase of the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the Common Pleas, might affurd some relief to 
the bigher court; but it-would be, at best, only an 
imperfect and temporary expedient. L[ think a 
deeper and more ‘radical change is needed: “a 
¢hange which will not relieve one court.at the ex- 
pense of the other, but will lighten and facilitate 
the business of both. “Letoriginal and concurrent 
jorisdiction in all real actions, and ion all personal 
activas where the damages claimed exceed five 
hundred dollars, (or such other sum as the legisla- 
ture Tees. dodge best,) be conferred on the two 
Courts ; let exclusive jurisdiction in all other ac- 
Uons, not cogaizable by a Justice of the Peace, be 
conferred on the Common Pleas, and let appeals 
from all judgments, on questions of fact, be abol-

ished. Itis not intended hereby to restrict the re- 
moval of all questions of law, by aves or excep- 
tions, as heretofore -practised. These alterations 
would, in my opinion, not only lessen the heavy 
burdens of the Supreme Court, but would greatly 
expedite the collection of debts and essential 
diminish the delay and expense of litigation, whie 
now to poorer parties, amounts almost toa denial 
of justice. j 

The right to two trials by jury of the same.ques- 
tion of fact is peculiar to this country, and liable to 
many objections. It inspairs the respect which is 
due to the decisions of juries. It presents the ab- 
surdity of giving full effect to the second verdict 
and treating as a nullity the first, when both are 
rendered before courts perfectly competent to con- 
duct the trials, and by juries supposed in law to be 
equally capable of deciding correctly. But jurors, 
though drawn from the same source, are not al- 
ways equal in experience or intelligence, and it of- 
ten happens that the verdict of the most compe- 
tent jury is set aside, at the willof an interested 
party, while that of the subsequent one, though less 
competent, must be conclusive, The disclosures of 
the first trial, present to the parties strong tempta- 
tions, in preparing for the second, to tamper with 
witnesses and to resort to other corrupt.and dan- 
gerous practices. 

We have for so long a time, and with such a de- 
gree of success, practised upon our present system, 
that we nave become wedded to it, and are got 
sufficiently aware of ite vices. The fttegrity of 
our population may, measurably, have provected us 
from its evil tendencies. But there is danger that 
they willincrease. That corraption has sometimes 
been successfully resorted to, cannot be duubted.— 
We have, howerer, the consoling belief that it has 
been very limited. But, as froni its nature, it must 
be shrouded in secrecy, the extent of it cannot be 
known. Even the apprehension of such a danger 
is sufficient to justify the removal of the cause of it. 
Lam for these reasons, of upinion, that, with proper 
precautions against accident or surprise, and with 
suitable provision for new trials, when new evi- 
dence may be discovered, the right of appeal from 
the decision of a question of fact may safely and 
wisely be abolished. I therefore recommend the 
amendments, the outline of which [ have sugges- 
ted. The two courts, composed ef four justices 
each, with the above distribution of powers and du- 
ties between them, would constitute as perfect a ju- 
diciary, as, in our situation, “ the lot of humanity 
will admit.” 

Here the Message recommends particular atten- 
tion to the Military system. 

The education of the people, is a subject. which 
has commanded so much of the public considera- 
tion, and been so often and so ably presented to 
successive legislatures, that it will not fail to com- 
mand your cartiest attention and most anxious de- 
liberations, Its importance ina democratic govern- 
went, Which must be sustained by the intelligence 
and virtue of the people, cannot be teo highly ap- 
preciated. The system of free schools, which has 
been transmitted from generation to generation, 
has improved in its progress, and is now ina high 
degree of perfect on. But it is capable of still fur- 
ther improvement. Recently, great labor has been 
bestowed upon and great advancement made in 
some departments of education. But the very im- 
provements in the higher branches, and in the more 
elevated seminaries, excite the ambition and en- 
gross the attention of those most active in the cause 
of education, and thus expose the common schools 
to fall into neglect and disrepute. To arouse that 
strong and universal interest in them, which is so 
necessary to their utility and success, an interest 
that should pervade both parents and children, the 
resposibility of their management should rest upon 
the inhabitants of the towns. And the more im- 
mediately they are brought under the control of 

t 
whose expense they are supported, the mor — 
and active will be the feelings engendered in their 
favor, and the more certain and universal will be 
their beneficial agency. In the town and district 
mectings, those little pure democracies,: where our 
citizens first learn the rudiments and the practical 
operation of free institutions, may safely and right- 
luliy be placed the direction and the government of 
these invaluable seminaries. In my ®pintes, the 
main efforts and the most unceasing vigilance of 
the government should be directed to the éncour- 
agement of the primary scheols. “These are the 
fountains whence should flow the knowledge that 
should enlighten, and the virtue that should pre- 
serve our free institutions. Let them ever be kept 
free and pure. 

The instruction of theeommon mind should be 
the common concern. Let the whcele people be ed- 
ucated and brought up to the standard of guod cit- 
izens and inteHigent and moral members of society. 
Let the government care for those who have 1:0 one 
else to care for them. The poor, the weak, the de- 
pressed, and the neglected, have the greatest 
need of the protecting erm and the succoring 
hand of the Commonwealth. Let the children of 
such be deemed the children of the republic, and 
furnished with suitable means of instruction, that 
their powers, meatal and physical, may be devel- 
oped, and they be converted into oruaments and 
blessings to the community. Let the town sehools 
be open to all, and made so respectable and so use- 
ful, that all may desire to enter them. The dis- 
trict school, properly governed and instructed, isa 
nursery of democratic sentiments. It strikingly il- 
lastrates the fundamental principle of pur govern- 
ment. There, before the pride of family or wealth, 
or other adventitious distinction has taken deep 
root in the young heart, assemble upon a perfect 
level, children of all circumstances and situations 
of life. There they learn that rewards and honors 
do not depend upon accidental advaniages, but up- 
on superior diligence, good c. nduct, and improves 
ment. There they have practically written upon 
their tender minds, too deeply to be obliterated by 
the after occurrences and chauges of life, the great 
principles of equal rights, equal duties, and equal 
advantages. : 

It is the illumination of the aniversal mind that 
is the sure foundation of democracy. It is the el- 
evation of every rational soul into mural and intel- 
lectual consciousuess~and dignity, that is tosearry4 
onward iinprovements in our social and cpeil insti- 
tutions. ‘To this end should be directed the highest 
aims and efforts of the legislature. 

Our Bill of Rights enjoins “a constant adherence 
to the principles of piety, justice, moderativpn, tem- 
perance, industry and frugality,” as “absolutely 
necessary to preserve the advantages of liberty and 
to maintain a free government.” These are gen- 
eral duties prescribed, and general ends recom- 
mended, rather than particular directions to be 
executed by positive enactments. -These virtues 
may be inculeated and encouraged by the general 
tendency of our legislation, but cannot be enforced 

specific penulties. They should form the spirit 


‘laws. They should govern our private conduct 
and public duties. “The people ought to have a 
particular attention to all these principles in the 
choice of their officers and representatives; and 
they have a right to require of their law-givers and 
magistrates an exact and constant observance of 
them, in the formation and execution of the laws.” 
These monitions and injunctions, deemed, by our 
ancestors, worthy a place among our fundamerftal 
laws, cannot be too sacredly regarded by magis- 
trates and people. 

The manner in which these virtues may be pro- 
moted, by pablic authority, must depend on the na- 
ture of the government and the state of society.— 
Some governments have prescribed the cut of the 
hair and the fashion of the dress. Others have reg- 
ulated regimen and diet, and established the prices 
of articles of consumption. But such sumptuary 
regulations are supposed by many to interfere with 
yrivate pursuits, and to be inconsistent with the 
Principle of a free government. © .» ~ 

Io the early settlement of our country, and in the 
primitive state of its manners, it was supposed that 
ets Pew religion might be aided and advanced by

pelling all to contribute towards its support, and by 
coercing, under legal penalties, a universal atten- 
dance upon it. But as we advanced in moral im- 
provement, and in aknowledge of individual rights 
and of the principles of toleration, it was found 
that these compulsory regulations infringed the 
rights of conscience and the freedom of religious 
worship. And it seems now to be universally con- 
ceded, that the only wise and safe mode of pro- 
moting religion and piety, is to secure to each in- 
dividual the most portent liberty to worship God 

ictates of his own conscience, 
leaving him to his own responsibility and convic- 
tions of religious duty. 

No cne of the virtues above recommended meets 
with more universal approbation, or is more diffi- 
cult to maintain than temperance. The baneful 
influence of the opposite vice, so degrading, so des- 
tructive of every manly and bonorable sentiment, 
is universally acknowledged and dreaded. And yet 
so strong is its hold upon the sinful propensities of 
our nature, that it could never yet be totally eradi- 
cated. . Reason, virtue, affection, all fall before it. 
In the suppression of intemperance, much of in- 
dividual and of combined offurt has been made.— 
At first, reasoning, example, and moral suasion, 
were relied upon ; and extraordinary and unexpect- 
ed success crowned the labors of those who had so 
zealously engaged in the enterprise. The use of 
spirituous liquors had greatly diminished, and the 
desired reform promised to be eminently successful. 
But recently the movement in some places has 
been retrograde. And it cannot be disguised that 
the consumption of alcholic liquors has been great- 
er during the last year, than in any one of several 
preceding years. To what cause shall this unfav- 
orable reverse be imputed? Many suppose that it 
is owing to the act of 1838, “to regulate the sale 
of spirituous liquors,” and to the excitement and 
prejudice growing ont of that statute and the at- 
tempts to enforce it. While the advocates of tem- 
perance confined their labors to argument and ex- 
ample, to public lectures and private admonitions, 
their progress was rapid and steady. But when 
they called to their aid constraint and legal coercion, 
they roused a spirit of independence and resistance, 
—a determination not to yield to anv interference, 
supposed or real, with individual rights personal 
habits or private business, which counteracted their 
benevolent intentions, and rendered abortive their 
philanthropic efforts 

* * * -* * * 

Our criminal] code, in the progressive improve- 
ments it has received, is now characterized by its 
huinanity, as well as by its justice. But itis, in 
ny opinion, susceptible of siill further and impor- 
tantamendments. The lenity of punishments is 
one of the proofs of the improvement of the age. 
The number of crimes now by law punishable with 
death, is very small. And in my opinion public 
sentiment calls for a still further reduction of it. 
The statistics of crime satisfactorily show that the 
number of offences is not increased by the mitiga- 
tion of punishment ; but on the contrary that crimes 
have diminished nearly in proportion to the ameli- 
oration of criminal law. The legitimate object of 
haman punishment is not the expiation of the of- 
fence, but the prevention of crime, and the security 
of the community, Any severity beyond what is 
required for this purpose savors of crueliy, and an 
unnecessary infliction of pain on our fellow crea- 
tures. The severity of criminal laws renders their 
execution difficult, and thereby defeats the object of 
them. The certainty, rather than the severity of 
puaishment is the surest preventive ot criae. 

* * * * * * * 


The insolvent law of 1838, has introduced a great 
change in the relative rights of debtor and creditor, 
and of the remedies for the collection of debts. We 
have not yet had sufficient experience to form an 
opinion of its operation and effect.— Should it prove 
salutary and beneficial, 1 can perceive no sufficient 
reason why its provisions should not be extended so 
as to embrace all classes of debtors without regard 
to the amount of their debts or assets. No system 
of laws which treats poverty as acrime, or subjects 
honest debtors to imprisonment, like felons, cau 
have its foundation in justice, humanvity or sound 
policy, If any further legislation be needed for the 
relief of the unfortunate, I trust that it will be dis- 
covered by your discernment, and supplied by your 
wisdom. 

“A frequent recurrence to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, is enjoined upon us by 
the highest authority. Ata time when factitious 
distinctions in society, arising from its very refine- 
ments, from education, from family, from social re- 
lations, and from wealth, are’ multiplying and be- 
coming more clearly defined and regarded, this will 
be peculiarly useful and necessary. An advance- 
mention civilization, with its virtues and refined 
pleasures, brings also its vices and evi: tendencies. 
Let us endeavor to purify and promote: the former, 
by repressing and’ restraining the rising indications 
of the latter. 

Our excellent Constitution itself contains some 
defects, and inconsistencies. While in one section 
it declares that, “all men are born free and equal,” 
and“that “the body politic” is a voluntary “social 
compact,” to which the “whole people,” and “each 
cilizen,” are parties; in another it excludes a por- 
tion of them from any participation in the election 
of officers, or the making of laws. He who is gov- 
erned by laws in the fermatioa of which he had no 
voice, is in a state of political servitude. To make 
the right of suffrage, and civil liberty depend upon 
the accident of property or taxation, seems to we to 
be inconsistent with the “natural, essential, and 
inalienable rights” of man; to place the incident 
above the priucipal; and to regard the fortuitous 
and uncertain possessions of this life, more than 
woral and intellectual responsibility. If the right 
of self-government, the right of suffrage, be a naiu- 
ral one, belonging tu every rational being, there can 
be no just cause lur depriving any citizen, of it, ex- 
cept, perhaps, as a punishment for crime. As the 
qualitication of voters is fixed by the Constitution, 
tuis erreer, if it be.one, can be fully amended only 
by an amendment ofthat instrument. The legisla- 
iure, however, may do much to prevent its exclu- 
sive uperation, and to relieve citizens from being 
disfranchised by the negligence or fraud of subordi- 
nate officers. Let the poll tax be fixed so low that 
any one can easily pag it: and let the assessors be 
required to include, in their respective assessmenis, 
every resident not legally exempted from taxation. 

Some further provisions seem to be needed.to pro- 
tect the laboring classes, and the poorer portion of 
the community, from unjust and oppressive influen- 
ces, and to secure to them more perfect indepen- 
dence aad freedom of political action.—It is feared 
that men of wealth and extensive business, some 
times use the advantages which a bountiful Provi- 
dence has conferred upon them, above their fellow 
beings, to infringe the right of choice, and to control 
the suffrages of those who may be dependent upon 
them fur employment, and perhaps subsistence, but 
who, according to the principles of our government, 
are their politcal equals. ‘The laborer, whether upon 
property of his own or of others, should be the truly 
independent man. He produces more than he con- 
sumes, ‘and so far from being indebted for his support, 
he actually creates wealth. Hein reality is no more 
dependent upon his employer, than his eaployer, is 
upon him, The rights and obligations of the two 
parties are reciprocal and equal. And yet the de- 
pendence of one upon the othér, although imagina- 
ry, is scarcely less effective or less the means of co- 
ercion and oppression than if it were real. The 
genius of liberty requires of every rational soul, a 
free and honest expression of his unbiassed convic- 
tions and volitions. And whoever would infringe 
this right, and corrupt, at its source, the freedom of 
elections, whatever other virtues he may possess, 
cannot be areal friend of the equal rights of man, 
nor a sincere supporter of the true principles of the 
government under which he lives. ; 

The secrecy of ballot, which should be inviolable, 
is frequently infringed. The appropriate use of the 
ballot is at the polls. Ifear its peculiar province is 
not sufficiently understood or regarded. ‘hie pri- 
vate voter, who in his original sovereign capacity, 
is responsible only to his conscience and his God, for 





the discharge of bis political duties, has a rightto 


exercise their functions in perfect secrecy. Buta 
representative or agent, being accountable to his 
ronstituents, not entitled to the concealment of the 
ballot. The principals ought to be informed how 
their agents execute the authority conferred upon 
them, that they may know whether they are trul 
represented, and, if not, that they may call their 
delegates to a strict account. It will therefore, be 
worthy of your inquiry, whether further legislation 
be not needed to give full and fair effect to the pop- 
sles voice, by rendering more secure the secrecy of 
ballot, 

There is another fundamental defect, in the 
“frame of our government,” which calls for your 
serious consideratien, and which can be remedied 
only by an amendment of the Constitution. . The 
basis of our senatorial representation is an extraor- 


our government. It is not easy to account for the 
introduction of this anomaly. It may be, that in 
that early age of liberty, the doctrines of popular 
government were not perfectly understood, and that 
some of the learned men of our State, who had 
studied the . constitutions of other governments, 
where “checks and balances” were deemed neces- 
sary to limit and restrain the action of the people, 
were led to believe that even a democratic govern. 
ment needed some kind of machinery to prevent the 
too free action and the too full sway of the popular 
will. This basis is not only incompatible with the 
principles of representative government,and of other 
vital parts of the Constitution, but inconsistent with 
itself. By the last valuation, the city of Boston 
contained abvut one third of the taxable property in 
the State. Itis not improbable, that by the accu- 
mulation of capital, the enterprise of its citizens 
and the advantages to be derived from internal im- 
provements, it will soon increase to one half. 
Were the apportionment made upon the constitu- 
tional basis, this city would now be entitled 10 one 
third, and hereafter perhaps to one half of the sena- 
torial representation ; This would give to each qual- 
ified voter in the city, many times the weight, ir 
the election of senators, which any voter in other 
districts would have. Were this principle carried 
into practice, ita injustice would be so manifest, 
that the people would find a remedy for the evil. 
It would present the spectacle of a city, containing 
a few acres of territory, and less than one eighth of 
the population of the State, with a nominal valua- 
tion, but no actual taxation upon it, electing one 
third or one half of the representation in the upper 
branch of the legislature. - 

If this be a provision of the constitution, why 
should it not be carried into operation? I know 
of no constitutional objection to allowing to Boston 
the number of senators to which, upon the ba- 
sis of taxation, it is entitled. It is true, the second 
section, of the first chapter, limits the number of 
districts to thirteen, and prohibits the formation of 
any district so large as to be entitled to more than 
six senators. But there is no interdiction of the di- 
vision of counties or other territorial corporations. 
The legislature may create two towns out of one, 
to give effect to a legal appointment. But they 
cannot sever a town, annexing one part to one 
district and the other part to another district. The 
manner of calling and holding town meetings and 
of receivingand returning votes, presenis an in- 
superable obstacle. Butinacity no such obstacle 
exists. “The manner of calling and holding pub- 
lic meetings” and “of returning the votes” is not 
prescribed by the constituiion, but expressly refer- 
red to the legislature. ‘They have power to author- 
ise the ward officers to return the votes to the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, as well as to hold 
meetings and receive the votes in the respective 
wards. Icannot therefore discover any practical 
or constitutional: objection to the division of Boston, 
by wards, into as many senatorial districts, as may 
be necessary to enable it to enjoy the representation 
to which, by the Constitution, itis entitled. With 
the best lights which I bave been able to derive 
from a careful study of the structure of our gov- 
ernment, and from the most mature deliberation I 
have been able to bestow upon the subject, I can- 
not bring my mind to the conclusion, that the pres- 
ent apportionment is in conformity to the true con- 
struction of the Constitution. And muchas I dep- 
recate the principle, if it be not repudiated by the 
people, I can do no less than desire to have it fairly 
executed. I have introduced this subject and pre- 
sented these views, in the hope that they may pro- 
duce some immediate action, favorable to a more 
equal and just principle of senatorial representa- 
tion,

Thope that some mode of representation will be 
devised, which will be founded on the principle of 
equality, and reduce the House to a convenient 
size. . 

In executing the power vested in the legislature 
to propose amendments to the Constitution, the 
nvembers act as the agents of the people. Andit is 
their obvious duty sv to propose them, as to give 
the fairest, the fullest, and freest expression tothe 
popular voice. Every proposition should therefore 
be plain, intelligible, and untramelled by any con- 
dition or connexion with any other matter. To 
connect two amendments, so that they cannot be 
voted upon separately, limits the citizen’s freedom 
of action, indicates an attempt by the agent to im- 
pose restraints upon their principals, and manifests 
a want of confidence in the people. 

Ihave not deemad it expedient to delay this com- 
munication, till I should be able to enter more fully 
into details of the affairs and ordinary business of 
the Conmonwealth. These will be communicated 
from time to time, as occasion may require. 

I have presented to the two branches of the leg- 
islature, my views of such important subjects as 
will be likely to engage and will deserve their at- 
tention. I have done it frankly, and from a sense 
of duty. I have a strong conviction of their sound- 
ness and truth. But I dare not bope that they will 
receive the approbation of all of you. LIonly claim 
for them that consideration and that regard, to 
which their weight and merits may entitle them. 
And] only ask for myself, what I most cheerfully 
concede to others,—credit fur sincerity, integrity of 
purpose, and a desire to serve and promote the in- 
terest, prosperity, and honor cf the Commonwealth. 
From an honest Bifference of opinion I anticipate 
no want of harmony of action. Be assured that 
when called upon to revise your acts, 1 shall do it 
with a high regard to your opinions and with all 
the deference which is due to the co-ordinate de- 
partments of the government.—And whatever you

Since writing the above, an honorable minded 
brother, who accompanies his letter with 2 dol- 
ats for the present volume, writes that , although 
he “does not think the Telegraph perfect, he 
feels it his duty to help support it, knowing that 
if an Editor should undertake to suit every bo- 
dy, he must have a hard time, and perhaps not
